WILL IT BRING THE MIL- 
LENIUMT? 

It is often profitable to speculate 
upon what we would do if we had 
absolute power. This sort of men- 
tal experiment is good exercise for 
all of us in this country, where 
every man has a voice in the af- 
fairs and policies of the Govern- 
ment. A part of our citizens are 
quite convinced just now that they 
would, if they could, make a com- 
plete revolution in our financial 
system or substitute one of their 
own in place of it. They claim 
that our present laws oppress the 
poor and advance the rich, and that 
their plan of finances would prevent 
that and numerous other ills we all 
suffer from and that keep large 
classes of our people in a state next 
to absolute bondage. We recog- 
nize the claim to consideration that 
every man has who believes he has 
discovered a remedy for any of our 
sucial or physical troubles. It 
would be unwise, if not wicked, to 
refuse to listen to a man who said 
he knew how to remove suffering 
among the poor and raise them to 
comfort and independence, at least 
long enough to get an idea as to the 
practicability of his methods. The 
‘ereed of those of our neighbors who 
believe that our Government could 
work this goodly miracle is laid 
down by Dr. Hogan, their local 
apostle, as follows: 

We believe that money is a creation 
of law, and that its money value is en- 

distinct from, anu independent 
of, the commodity value of the sub- 


stance on which it is stamped. 
We believe that a national debt is a 


curse. 

We know that national bank notes 
are forced loans from the whole people 
for the benefit of private corporations. 

We bold national banks not only a 
national curse, but a dangerous 
menace to our republican form of 
government, and would, were it in our 
— blot them from the face of the 


We would demonetize gold, silver, 
copper and nickel and forever discard 
the use of any substance for money

“oreating’’ money. It will remove 
much of the mystery from this 
question to ask ourselves what 
powers are used by Congress and 
the President in this act of “‘crea- 
. tion.” Granting them full and un- 
restricted liberty from the people 
to make any laws and carry out 
any system they may see fit, and 
still their power will not be abso- 
lute. They will still be bampered 
by natural laws, which are above 
all the statute books. For it must 
de conceded that there is no potent 
spell in an oath of office, or in a 
Speaker's gavel, or in a Legislative 
chair, that will inspire 400 men 
elected to Congress with any more 
might, wisdom or virtue than they 
possessed, as individuals, before 
election. It is true that they can 
order the army, that they can make 
laws and have them enforced, and 
that they are for the time being en- 
trusted with full control of all the 
- Fesources of this great country. 
Now, what part of these resources, 
which the people have placed in 
their hands, do they use in the cre- 
ation of money. Among the other 
things which are placed at their 

disposal is this nation’s credit, and 

it seems plain to us that it is that

go where they were in 1865. It is 
very easy in happy times to say, 
“Oh! that can never be.“ Let us 
pray that it never may, but the 
possibility of such a thing illstrates 
our point. There is no man or 
nation se wealthy but that by ex- 
travagance, bad management or 
misfortune they may exceed their 
credit. It is because the identifi- 
cation of all the national banks of 
the country with the bonds of the 
Government would naturally make 
every stockholder in them more 
ardent in the support of the 
nation’s credit that we have 
claimed that they were an 
element of strength. They are 
compelled to purchase bonds 
and hold them as security for their 
circulation, and anything which af- 
fects their vaiue would touch the 
pockets of the bankers, and hence 
they would have extra inducements 
for loyalty. It must be apparent 
that to have the support rendered 
by upwards of 2,000 national banks 
with their stock divided around 
among the members of the com- 
munity would be much better than 
to have them luke warm, or per- 
haps unfriendly. This, and the 
fact that they can inflate or con- 
tract their currency as the demands 
of business require, gave them the 
support in Congress of such men as 
Garfield. But to return to the 
text, which says, ‘‘We believe that 
a national debt is a national curse.“ 
There can be little doubt that a 
box full of money is better than a 
mortgage, but as we see that the 
project to ereate“ money to pay 
off the bonds is simply putting our 
debt in avother, and more dan- 
gerous form, we fail to see the force 
of the argument. Our bonds can 
be paid when due, but greenbacks 
are payable on demaud. Business 
men are very careful about scatter- 
ing sight drafts against themselves 
around. If too many dropped in at 
once there would be a collapse. The 
project of using fiat money entirely, 
and dispensing with metal alto- 
gether is, in our judgment, con- 
trary to logic and to the teachings of 
history. The love men and women 
have for the precious metals was 
born before the dawn of history. It 
is one of the mysteries which is un- 
explained. Nobody knows why 
men love gold, and yet long before 
it was used for money it was held 
precious for its ownsake. It is uni- 
versally valued among civilized 
people, and goes everywhere at one 
price. Hence all attempts to super- 
sede it as money have failed. It is 
the thing, and the greenback can 
never be nearer than second cousin 
to it. Credit represents gold, and 
the greenback represents credit. 
But whether our currency is green- 
backs or gold and silver we must 
remember that neither the Govern- 
ment, nor the banks, nor we our- 
selves will let it go out of our hands 
without getting value received; and 
ifa panic comes, no matter what 
our currency may be, money will 
disappear, and everybody will hold 
to what he has until confidence is 


restored.

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A Report that Crook Has Subdued | 
Fifty Apaches. 
TUCSON, May 28. 

Crook is reported to have had a 
battle with the Apaches near Guay- 
anope, in the Sierra Madres. Crook’s 
forces numbered 500, the Apaches 400. 
Fifty Indians were killed. Crook’s 
loss is not stated. 

TOMBSTONE, May 28. 

A courier from Laconia states that 
Gen. Pesquira has received informa- 
tion confirming the news of the fight 
between Crook’s forces and Apaches 
near Guaynanope, in the Sierra 
Madres. Tne Indians numbered 
about 400, while Crook’s command 
consisted of 300 San Carlos scouts and 
200 Mexican soldiers. The Apaches 
were routed with the loss of 40 or 50. 
Crook’s loss is not stated. The fight 
took place in Huachuca, about 125 
miles east of Opossua, Sonora, and the 
Same distance south of Janos, in the 
heart of the Sierra Madres. 


The Defaulting Secretary’s Bail 
Redaced. 
San FrRawctisoco, May 29. 

Judge Tooby to-day granted the 
motion of C. B. Darwin to reduce the 
bail of John S. Gray, ex-Secretary of 
the Harbor Commission, alleged to 
have stolen $65,000 from the State, and 
ordered that bail of $3,000 on each 44 
charges of felony be reduced to $1,000 
oneach charge. Gray is confident of 
getting bail soon. His attorneys have 
agreed to try bi& cases, begining June 
15th. The bail of John O’Brien, ex-

Commission, is reduced to $1,000 on 
each of the 14 charges.

The Court-Martial for the Trial 


of Paymaster Wasson. 
San Antonio, Texas, May 28. 


Members of the court-martial de- 
tailed to inquire into the charges 
against Paymaster Wasson assembled 
this morning. The accused was called 
and the order convening the body 
read. Wasson said he had no chal- 
lenges to make or counsel to introduce. 
After formal swearing was concladed 
he asked for a delay until June 6th. 
Shortly after his arrest he had asked 
this postponement by letter, for the 
purpose of introducing testimony as 
to former standing and character and 
in anticipation of payment to the Gov- 
ernment of the full amount of his 
deficit by that date. Now it was due 
from the additional reason that he 
had received the charges and specifi- 
cations only yesterday. The Judge 
Advocate read the law and submitted 
the application. Afterwards a continu- 
ance was granted and an adjournment 
taken until June 6th. The witnesses 
to be subpœned for the defense num- 
ber seven, one an ex-Sécretary of the 
Legation at Japan; one a prominent 
person at Washington, and the other 
five citizens of Iowa. Wasson ex- 
presses himself as highly satisfied 
with the court’s personnel. 


Irish-Americans in Oppesition te 
the Pope's Bull. 
CHicado, May 29. 

The movement which has been or- 
ganized to hold a mass meeting of 
Irish Catholics in this city to protest 
against the Pope’s bull relative to the 
participation of Bishops and the 
clergy in the Parnell testimonial fund, 
ia causing some stir among Irish- 
Americans here. There exists, appa- 
rently, a difference of opinion as to the 
wisdom of such a course, the more 
conservative urging that action be 
delayed until the full text of the Papal 
note is known, Other of the leaders 
insist on immediate action, and thata 
meeting be held Tuesday next to de- 
cide whether a mass meeting shall be 
called.

The Militia and the Striking Coal-

BELLEVILLE, May 29. 

Everything is quiet this morning. 
The inquest on the dead strikers 
begins at 11 o’eclock. Reinecke, the 
mine where last evening’s unfortunate 
affair occurred, is working to-day, 
under the protection of militia. This 
is a machine mine, and does not em- 
ploy regular miners. It was working 
yesterday under an agreement made 
with the miners some days ago. If 
any further trouble occurs it will be at 
mines some distance from here, which 
this morning had not been heard from. 
The sheriff reports all quiet at the 
pits in this vicinity. The streets of 
this city are crowded with miners dis- 
cussing the events of yesterday. The 
firing by the militia is not generally 
viewed in a favorable light. 


The Wild Winds Again Deal Death 
and Destruction. 
INDIANAPOLIs, May 29. 

Yesterday aflernoon a cyclone struck 
the town of Edinburg, Ind., following

It was through his energies that 
Reno has one of the coziest little 
churches in the State. 

His work within the. fold has 
been faithful and beneficial. Siuce 
he came here 500 services have been 
held; 140 persons have been bap- 
tised; 61 confirmed; 35 couples 
have been married; and he has of- 
ficiated ut 67 burials, The Sunday 
school has flourished and is to-day 
one of the best schools on the coast. 
The teachers and scholars number 
220. Mr. Jenvey has accomplished 
all this and devoted half his time 
to teaching in Bishop Whitaker's 
School for Girls besides. He was 
one of the bravest of our citizens at 
the time of the last big fire. Being 
selected as chairman of the relief 
committee he assisted very mate- 
rially in alleviating the distress of 
those who had lost their all iu the 
flames. He acted iu a similar ca- 


pacity in Virginia at the time of 


the fire there, 

Last year the Republicans gave 
him the pomination of Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction and 
the people of this county elected 
him by a majority of 256. 

‘The people of Hoboken will find 
Mr. Jenvey a very accomplished

. KEEPING OLD cows. 


Mili Them When They Have out- 
lived Their Usefulvess. 

It pays to run a machine as long 
as it can be made to run at a fair 
profit on the cost of operating it. 
Using the old machine saves inter- 
est on a new investment, and the 
continued wear on it does not de- 
crease its value, for the waste ma- 
terial in a condemned machine will 
be the same whether it is wholly or 
half worn out. 

The case is quite) different with 
farm stock, which can be used as 
food when it begins to diminish in 
usefulness to its owner. The mah 
who keeps an ox or a cow until it 

y doing so. It invariably costs 
an old auimal than a young one, 
As the vigor of life fails, digestion 
is less perfect and assimilation 
slower and more diffcult, and the 
waste is greater. As the decline 
goes on more and more food is re- 
quired to produce a given amount 
of labor, or milk, or meat. 

Old animals can seldom be fat- 
tened at a profit, even it their flesh 
was as valuable as that of younger 
ones, because it requires so much 
more time and feed to do it; but 
their flesh is not équal to that of 
animals in their prime, so there isa 
loss both in the quality and the 
cost of producing. Old cows th t 
have been milked till their life 
force has been exhausted make 
very poor and low-priced, as well as 
expensive beef. 

When a cow has reached 12 or 14 
years of age, it ——— pays to fat- 
ten her, if she coul e had for 
nothing. Some cows of extraor- 
dinary quality may be profitably 
kept as long as they can be, for the 
sake of either stock or milk, but 
average cows are better converted 
into beef before it would be appro- 
priate to call them old.
